dreds of people were hastening to the ferry, 
seeking transportation to the scene of the 
break, and when daylight came hundreds 
more climbed the bluffs above the city to wit­ 
ness the work of the flood as it rushed on 
through the fields of growing grain. 
All night long the men at work on the 
levee had struggled desperately to prevent a 
break, but each hour the evidence became 
more apparent that their toil would be in 
vain. At 4 o’clock the steamer Gem City 
passed down by the levee at the point of the 
break, and the swell caused by her wheel 
washed over the top of the embankment, car­ 
rying away the loose earth 
011 top. 
The increased force and the scouring pro­ 
cess soon deepened and widened the way for 
the waves. 
In a few* moments great pieces of 
earth gave way and fell over inside the levee. 
The men dropped their shovels and fled in 
dismay. 
A rush of waves followed, and 
with a 
mighty roar the water plunged 
through the crevasse, and advancing eastward 
across the farm of A. J. Stillwell turned to 
the south and commenced the work of de­ 
struction. 
The water spread rapidly over 
the bottom lands, and soon the 40,0 )0 acres 
not submerged by the break at Murphy's hay 
on Monday were under water. 
The total loss 
now reaches 01,500,000. 
Huudreds of horses, 
cattle, and hogs have lieen drowned. 
Many people had thrilling escapes. 
Enoch 
Lightle, w ho had been at work on the levee 
constantly for forty-eight hours, went home 
to get a little rest. 
When the levoo broke he 
was sound asleep, but persons 
who had 
started out in skiffs to render aid aw oke him 
as the water reached his l» ed. 
Two families 
named M oodall and Stallo were rescue 1 in a 
similar manner, and others were compelled 
to wade through water three feet deep in 
reaching pia» - *s of safety. 
The strength shown by the levoo in stand­ 
ing firm for two days 
after the water 
began to flow over it astonishes every one. 
At the time of the break the w ater had 
reached w ithin one inch of the mark of 1851, 
the highest ever known. 
It is expected that

and it will then be ten miles wide.

Hare 1*1 rd. 
The highest price ever paid 
1 <r an egg, 
po far a- k nown, since the world began, 
was that received at an auction sale of 
the cllects of a Mrs. Wise, held in Lon­ 
don tin* other day. 
A single egg was 
there offered, and. after an exciting 
struggle between a number of ornithol­ 
ogists, it was -truck off at $ 
1,2 0 0. 
It 
was an egg of the great auk , a lord now 
supposed to be extinct, but quite plenti­ 
ful within the memory of some of the 
older whalers who frequented the north 
Atlantic in their boyhood days. 
It is 
five vonrs since an egg of this bird 
chan; o*d hands, and then it was sold by 
the British < oilcge of Surgeons for $TOO, 
while in i Mipj Lord Garvagh at an auc- 
j tion sale in London paid 
$500 for a.single 
j egg. Previous to that the prices obtained 
! for this sort of eggs dwindled down by 
1 easy gradations to Is. (id., at which price 
! one was sold in 1850 in Paris, although 
the bird itself was then to Is* found about 
the islands of the north Atlantic. 
There is a mounted sk in of the auk in 
the American Museum of Natural His­ 
tory in this city that was purchased in 
London in 1869 for $025. 
It is one of 
eighty' sk ins k nown to be in existence in 
the world. 
There are also ten complete 
sk eletons, 
besides 
numerous parts of 
sk eletons and several mummies. 
The form of the auk is familiar to all 
who have read illustrated accounts of 
early' voyages to Greenland. 
It was the 
penguin of the north Atlantic. 
It had a 
squatty, goose shaped body, and was 
from twenty-eight to thirty inches long 
on the average. 
It had w ings, however, 
that w< re only* between five and six 
inches long, and it was therefore in cap- 
• able of flight. 
It is oi< lured in the 
old 
sea stories as sitting up solemn and 
digniin d in rank s along the sand and on 
tie* bleak est and most barren coasts as 
the sailors approached the land in boat-. 
It was not easily frightei »•<! by the ap­ 
proach of man, who was apparently its 
sole enemy. 
\\ hen disturb i it waddled 
ft way about as fast as a man * otild walk , 
tak ing ve ry short steps, but tak ing them 
rapidly. 
On account of its gut it was 
called the wobble in some ot the early 
!>ook s, such as the work of 
J ohn J osse- 
lyn. gent., on ‘‘New England 
R arities,” 
I printed in 1072. 
Not that tin* bird 
was a rarity then; on the contrary, it 
wat* seen in great numbers as far south 
on the New* England coast as the y acht­ 
ing center of the United S tates—iiuston. 
j 
At that time and for 
100 years later it 
was the custom of manv of the fishei-

I luve years later the people of the Faroe 
Islands, being threatened by starvation 
on account of a failure in the tisheries, 
visited Rvland, and about completed the 
destruction begun by the privateer. 
1 hat the auk never recovered from 
these blow s even oil the coasts b«'f*t titted 
for its maintenance was due t«> the fact 
that the auk laid but one egg a year.

mad« * ti« ) nest, but dejMisited tin» <*gg on 
the bare rock . 
It was an astonishingly 
large egg, averaging nearly five by three 
inches in length ami diameter. 
It was 
sha|K*« l much lik e a big California jiear, 
being very small at one end, a jHvuliarity 
of all bulls’ eggs that are laid in exjmsed 
places as this was. 
Being small at one 
end, it would w hen the wind moved it, 
simply roll around in the are of a very 
small circle. 
It wus of a creamy white 
color, irregularly mark ed w ith brown 
ami black patches. 
Although the auk is suppos« « ! to 
1«» ex­ 
tinct, thi*iv is a iH>ssihility that another, 
perhaps several, may yet *U* discovered. 
\\ hen the fishermen ceased to persecute 
the auk 
that is, when it became rare-— 
the naturalists stepped in to completely 
ex terminate it. 
The last auks seen about 
which there is no dispute were two killed 
on the coast of Ieeland in 
1844 , but a 
y oung one is iv |M>rted to hav e been picked 
up dead on the coast of Labrador in 1870.

Moral Teaching in School« . 
One very good plan is eomuthing Jik * 
the following: 
From two to four jtiq iis 
are selected, and it is made the duty of 
each to look up and copy' a short moral 
sentiment or maxim to b«» read at tin* 
opening of the school in the morning. 
Another set is selected to present « imilar 
m axims tin* next day, and in this wav 
all the pupils are selected in turn. When 
tla* pupil has r« » ad or repeated his senti­ 
ment to the school it is illustrated or 
commented upon by th« * teacher tili the 
meaning is not only clear hut well im~ 
pressed. 
After the reading of the senti­ 
ments they* are copied on the black board, 
where they remain all day. and « » ach 
pupil in the room copies them into a 
blank book . 
After the lir-t day the 
teacher « » alls upon volunteers to repeat 
the sentiments given on preceding day s. 
Five «»r six sent ¡meats may be called un 
in review each day. 
Some pupils, not much accustomed to 
general reading, may find it difficult to 
look up new ¡sentiments; but let it 
1 h> 
understood that if a new one cannot he 
found ¡in old one will be accepted. Under 
judicious management there will be no 
trouble here. 
Children ilo not lik e to Ik* 
jwirrots, repeating the words of tle ir 
mates; and when review sentiments are 
presented they' will lie quite sure to be 
such as deserve repetition.—Mary E.
